Dr. Ilornek .le'bnson of Chieago are 
hietly in the third and tenth chapters. 
1'ho doctrine of "foreordination" is re- 
tained, but some of the harsher state- 
uents of it are removed, and there is in- 
serted a statement of God's love for all 


lankinel, of the freeness of the offer of 


salvation and of the salvation of who 
will tccept it. The 
word "elect" is 


dropped from the tenth chapter, to pre- 
vent the interpretation that seime of those 
who die in infancy are lost, and a clause is 
addeel which in effect, expresses hope for 
the "righteous heathen." A phase to the 
effect that any thing doce by an unre- 
geuerate man is sinful is stricken out 
and a modification c<f the references to 
the pope and the Roman Catholic church 
is recommended. As an alternative to 
revision it is suggested that n briefer 
creed containing an epitome of the con- 
fession be prepared and assent to this be 
all that shall be required from ministers 
elders and deacons.

5th. Fish and ilesh are not allowed at 


the same meal, but lard, butter and other 
animal fat may be used in preparing 
food. 


Gth. Those who are under 21 years of 


age or over GO, or whose ptreiiKtli is im- 
paired by debility, sickness or hurd larbor, 
are exempt from fasting, and may uee 
meat at all meals on days on which it is 
allowed. Where there is donbt the con- 
fessor shonld be consulted.
